BRITISH CENTRAL AFRICA. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Ioreign Office, a 

copy of a communication from the Secretary 

ene and Treasurer of the British Central Africa 

Cultivation. Chamber of Agriculture and Commerce at 

Blantyre, giving the results of enquiries made as to whether 

cotton can be profitably grown in the British Central African 
Protectorate. The letter reads as follows :— 

“There have been a few experimental plantations of cotton, and 
those have yielded crops of from 300 to 609 lbs. per acre under 
ordinary conditions of cultivation, and point to the conclusion that 
cotton could be grown at a profit, but for the high rates of freights 
to England. One firm sas ‘the cost of transport precluded our 
competing with other markets.’ Nearly all the conditions favour- 
able to the growing of cotton on a large scale obtain in this 
country. The plains on the Zambesi and Shiré Rivers are 
admirably adapted for the cultivation of the cotton plant, and in 
the Shiré Highlands there are numerous valleys which contain the 
rich, black ‘cotton’ soil so much sought after in India. One 
gentleman who has made a study of cotton growing in Kgvpt with 
the view of introducing the cotton plant on his plantations here, 
says, ‘I am convinced that along the Shiré and Zambesi Rivers, 
we have conditions of soil and climate quite suitable for cotton,’ 
and thinks that it would best be grown as a dry season crop, 
towards the end of the rains with a system of irrigation ‘to help it 
out,’ as the dry season is the most favourable one for a large supply 
of labour for working and irrigating plantations. 

“ Everything is in favour of the grower of cotton as regards lan} 
and labour. The only question, therefore, wou!d seem to be the 
one of freight. Under the existing conditions it takes about 
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8d. per lb. to put cotton on the Liverpool market, but the intro- 
duction of pressing machinery would bring this down to perhaps 
14d. per lb. The acting manager of the African Lakes Corporation, 
one of the leading transport firms in British Central Africa, says : 
‘ . . . . to encourage this industry I have no doubt the 
Corporation would be willing to grant a further substantial reduc- 
tion on the present freight.’ 

“Tt is therefore the opinion of my committee that there would 
seem to be every prospect in favour of a vigorous industry in 
cotton, if a company could be induced to take up the matter from 
a commercial standpoint and provide a sufficiency of capital for the 
prosecution of such an industry in the British Central Africa 
Protectorate.” 


SEYCHELLES. 


The report of the Administration of the Seychelles Group recently 
—_ issued by the Colonial Office, states that the 
— 4 want of a bank in Seychelles is still much felt, 
and endeavours made during 1900 to induce 
certain tanks to open a branch in Mahé have not been successful. 
The failure of the New Oriental Bank in 1892 is probably still 
fresh in the memory of banks and companies. A small branch 
bank or agency conducted on modest lin?s would, there is little 
doubt, prove a success, and would prove a great benefit to the 
people, and especially to the small planters of vanilla, who now 
have to pay as much as from 9 to 15 per cent. per annum for 
advances, and are further hampered by the condition that they will 
sell their vanilla to the merchant advancing the money at the 
current price, a somewhat harsh condition, as the current price is, 
as a rule, fixed by the merchants themselves. 


The same report states that for a man of energy, perseverance, and 

Opening fi temperate habits Seychelles affords as good an 

eda opening as any other tropical colony. But le 

F must be provided with sufficient capital to 

enable him to buy land outright, and to wait until the crops give 
a return. 

He must live on his estate, and make himself acquainted with the 
peculiarities of each vanilla vine, as well as those of his labourers. 
He must be ready to learn, and to make use of his knowledge 
when acquired, He should not rely, as many planters do, on the 
somewhat capricious return which a vanilla plantation gives, but 
endeavour to plant up his estate with other tropical products for 
which the climate and soil of Seychelles are well suited. He 
should, in fact, be guided by the same principles which actuate the 
skilled agziculturist in England and other countries, and remember 
that the chief elements of success are patience and hard work,

The Russian market for bicycles is at present overstocked, so that 
but little more can be done in this branch. Bicycles of British 
make stand high in the estimation of the public, but their high 
price restricts their sale to comparatively small dimensions.

So far, the peasant has only been able to indulge in the most 
primeval instruments, in most of which iron plays a very small 
part; and the main purchasers of modern agricultural machinery 
have hitherto been the big landed proprietors and the Government. 
However, now the peasants have seen the advantages of combina- 
tion, and the movement is getting stronger and stronger. 

The Zemstvos (local county councils) are encouraging this 
movement, and are now endeavouring to establish depéts at various 
agricultural centres, from which the peasants, peasant associations 
and landowners will be able to obtain up-to-date agricultural 
machinery on easy terms. This machinery will only be of the 
simpler sorts, as complicated machinery is not of much use, owing 
to the difficulty in finding skilled artificers to put it in order if 
anything goes wrong. 

The idea of the Zemstvos is to get into touch with the manu- 
facturers themselves, thereby doing away with the extra charges 
entailed by doing business through a middleman. 

What are needed are the lighter, cheaper, and simpler sorts of 
machinery, suited to the peculiar requirements and conservative 
habits of the Russian peasant, with due regard to his light pony 
and the soil. 

A light and shallow plough, which would be strong and cheap, 
ought to sell.

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The following particulars relating to the trade of Maskat (also 
known as Muscat) in the year ended 31st March, 1901, are from 
the Administration Report of the Maskat Political Agency for that 
year. 

An interesting feature of the year under review has been the 
administration of the Customs by the Sultan’s own arrangements. 

From time immemorial it has been the habit of the rulers of 
Maskat to sell annually to one of the Banian traders the right to 
collect ‘Customs ” at Maskat and Muttra, and this individual prac- 
tically became banker to the local Government for the current year. 
This was a convenient arrangement from some points of view, but 
on the expiry of the last contract His Highness, being in a pros- 
perous financial position at the time, determined to try the experi- 
ment of levying the Customs dues himself, and it is satisfactory to 
know that, after a complete year’s experience, he finds his revenue 
increased, after paying expenses, by about 20,000 dols. Considering 
that this is the first year of a new organisation, the levy has been 
carried on with reasonable efficiency and consideration by the 
Sultan’s Hindustani officials ; but there can be no doubt that the 
Customs revenue of the port would still reach higher figures if His 
Highness were to appoint a fully qualified official of some standing 
to the charge of its administration. 

The trade statistics for the year as furnished by His Highness do 
not call for much comment, and it must be understood, as usual, 
that as there is no export duty, and vessels do not take manifests 
from Maskat, much reliance cannot be placed on the export figures. 

The total trade for the year is returned at 4,725,776 dols., as 
against 4,134,020 dols. of last year, showing an increase of 
591,756 dols. The increase is entirely on the import side, which 
has increased from 2,600,720 dols. to 3,365,776 dols. The chief 
items which have contributed to this result are arms, cereals from 
Persia, coffee, and piece-goods. The report says that, probably, 
owing to a prosperous date season, more money was spent in 
luxuries, 

There is again a decrease in the exports, but, as pointed out 
above, little reliance can be placed upon these figures. The value 
of the export trade is stated as 1,359,893 dols. as against 
1,533,300 dols. 

The items mainly accounting for the decline are dried fish, limes 
and fruit, and cotton fabric to Zanzibar. 

With regard to the latter article there was formerly a brisk trade 
with Zanzibar in a certain line of piece-goods embroidered in 
Maskat, and popular in Zanzibar. This class of goods is said to 
have now gone out of fashion, having been ousted by a cheaper 
article manufactured in Europe.

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OPENING UP OF NEW ROUTE TO MONGOLIA. 


H.M. Ambassador at St. Petersburg has forwarded, through the 
Foreign Office, a French translation of an extract from the “St. 
Petersburg Gazette” calling attention to an important work now 
being carried out in Siberia which it i8 said will greatly assist its 
economic development. The author of the article states that from 
a commercial and industrial point of view as well with regard to 
its great natural riches, the Province of Tomsk at present holds 
the first place in the vast Asiatic territories of Russia, and that as 
soon as the towns of Biisk and Kobdo have been connected by a 
carriage road, an important new traffic will be open to the trade 
of that province. Work has already been commenced on the 
narrow caravan road between the village of Ongoudai and 
Koschagatch to convert it into a carriage road, and it will be open 
for use next summer. 

From the figures of the balance-sheet of the Tomsk branch of 
the State Bank, the writer draws the conclusion that not only has 
the Province of Tomsk sufficient capital for its industrial and 
economic development, but has even a superfluous amount seeing 
that between five and ten millions of roubles are annually passed 
on to other parts of the Empire. 

However that may be, it is indisputable that the Province of 
Tomsk, bordering, as it does, on Mongolia will, in the near future, 
play an important part in Russian commercial relations with China. 

Mongolia has for some time past supplied Siberia with furs and 
cattle. The Province of Tomsk produces more cereals than are 
required for consumption, and will be able to export the excess 
quantity to Mongolia when the gold regions of the latter are 
developed, and the population becomes denser. 

Until now the commercial relations between the Province of 
Tomsk and Mongolia were impeded by the lack of good carriage 
roads, the only means of communication being a road barely 
practicable for caravans between Biisk and Kobdo, and the 
Tchouia River, a very dangerous and very expensive route. At 
the instance of the inhabitants interested, the above-mentioned 
caravan road is to be made into a good carriage road. 

According to the “ Gazette,” as soon as the new road is 
open for traffic, the trade between Mongolia and the Province 
of Tomsk, which at present is valued at between four and six 
millions of roubles per annum, will be largely increased. Cereals, 
wrought iron, manufactured articles, sugar and many other 
products of Russian industry will be exported from Biisk 
to Mongolia. On the other hand, Mongolia will send to Biisk 
camel, ox and horse hides, furs, wool, cattle, &c. In order, 
however, to better assure the development of this traffic, it will be 
necessary to open credit establishments at Kobdo, Ouliassoutai and 
other neighbouring towns, and thus anticipate any eventual 
trouble. 
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But the trade of the Province of Tomsk should not be limited 
to Mongolia. When the carriage road is finished, the shortest way 
between Europe and China will be by way of Obi on the Siberian 
Railway, Biisk, Kobdo, Kalgan and Pekin. This carriage road 
will be 1,000 versts shorter than the railway with which it will 
consequently be able to compete. 

If some tens of thousands of packets of ordinary tea have, up to 
the present, been imported by the caravan route before mentioned for 
transit by the “ Altai,” it is evident that importers did not find it 
profitable to send their goods by the route from Kiakhta. It is, 
therefore, probable that the traffic of this part will develop further 
when the road at present practicable only to caravans will have 
been transformed into a carriage road. 

At the present time, English, German, and American products 
are predominant on the Mongolian markets. Russian goods are 
not obtainable either at Kobdo or at Ouliassoutai. English, 
German, and American goods are imported either at Shanghai or 
Tientsin, following from there the road from Pekin and Kalgan. 
For Russian products the road from Biisk will be particularly 
favourable because it will render transport much less costly. 

The writer in the “Gazette” concludes by saying that there 
would be nothing to say against these optimistic conclusions if 
Russian manufacturers were able to produce as cheaply as their 
English and German competitors, but so long as the cost of pro- 
ducing cotton, woollen and other manufactured goods is double 
that of Germany and England, the advantages offered by the new 
road for the transport of Russian goods will be reduced to nil. The 
new road should, however, render valuable service if only to facilitate 
the importation of good Mongolian cattle into Siberia.

paragraph 208 of the Tariff, and is not free of duty under para- 
graph 506 as a fibrous vegetable substance, or under paragraph 617 
as a crude or unmanufactured vegetable substance. 

Fruit juice (jus de cassis).—The. expressed juice of the black 
currant, containing alcohol added to prevent fermentation and 
amounting te less than 18 per cent., which is used for flavouring 
drinks, puddings, sauces, &c., is dutiable at the rate of 60 cents per 
gallon, under paragraph 299 of the Tariff, as a fruit juice containing 
less than 18 per cent. of alcohol, and not as a cordial, under para- 
graph 292. 

Llair or hat ornaments.—Articles used by women as hair or hat

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ornaments, which are composed of a hairpin of black horn sur- 
mounted with an imitation of large butterflies made of metallic 
spangles in imitation of gold, small bits of bird feathers, small iron 
wire, and silk ‘chenille, tape, and thread, the spangles being the 
component material of chief value, are dutiable at the rate of 60 per 
cent. ad valorem under the provisions of paragraph 408 of the 
Tariff, and not at the rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 409.

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BRITISH WEST INDIES. 


In the report on the trade of St. Lucia, recently issued by the 

oe Colonial Office, it is stated that coal was 

St. Lucia. responsible for nearly the whole of the increase 

; in the import trade of 1900 as compared with 

previous years, and the figures for the coal trade for the last ten 
ears are interesting. 

In 1891 there were 34,079 tons of bunker coal exported, valued 
at 51,118/., and this represented about 28 per cent. of the total 
exports of the Colony. 

In 1900 there were 100,055 tons of bunker coal exported, 
valued at 124,554/., and it represented about 54 per cent. of the 
total exports. 

The growth of the coaling trade during the last ten years has, 
therefore, been very large, and it might be supposed that the 
St. Lucia market was worth competing for, but from the following 
figures it will be seen that the trade has been surrendered to the 
United States almost without a struggle. 

In 1891, of the coal imported for the trade, 88 per cent. came 
from the United Kingdom, and 12 per cent. only from the 
United States. In 1900 the figures stood at 16 per cent. from 
the United Kingdom and 84 per cent. from the United States. 
The difference in price must no doubt have always been an 
important factor in the competition, but in spite of this advantage 
in favour of the American product English coal appears to have 
held its own fairly well for several years in the proportion of 
about 65 per cent. of English to 35 per cent. of American. It 
was only in 1898, after the coal strike in the United Kingdom, 
when English coal was practically unprocurable, that the 
American product took the lead, and it is now so firmly 
established that but few ships besides men-of-war take any 
other.

under the name of the Exploration Company of North-East Siberia. 
The authorised capital of this company according to Siberian 
papers is 200,000/. divided into 200,000 shares of 11. each.” 


DUTCH EAST INDIES. 


‘The “Straits Budget” of 22nd August last states that the Royal 
Petroleum Company which works oil wells in 
Oil Trade. Langkat has issued its report for 1900, during 
which year the profits admitted of an eight per 
cent. dividend to ordinary shareholders. In Langkat itself, the 
company’s wells have fallen off in productiveness, and the company 
has had to try for better fortune in Acheen. There, in the district 
of Perlak, borings have been successfully undertaken, 5,000 barrels 
aday being the yield at the outset. ‘The compar has also been 
prospecting for oil in Palembang with promising results. The 
yield of refined oil from the company’s works at Pangkallan 
Brandan in Langkat was somewhat less in 1900 than in 1899. 
The company is extending its business and has opened installa- 
tions at Bombay and Karachi. Installations at Foochow and 
Hankow are being organised. The installations now avail- 
able are at Karachi, Bombay, Madras, Calcutta, Pulo Sambu 
(opposite Singapore), Bangkok, Hong Kong, Swatow, Amoy, and 
Shanghai. The company’s tank fleet at the end of last year 
consisted of 13 steamers with a loading capacity of 38,950 tons of 
oil. The price of oil fell considerably in 1900, but the company 
managcd to dispose of its petroleum at a good profit.

SEYCHELLES. 


In the recently-issued report of the Administrator of the 
Vanilla Seychelles group, it is stated that although in 
Plantin 1900 the amount of vanilla exported was 

8: 17,569 kilogs., it is possible that the actual crop 
of that year did not exceed 12,000 kilogs., some of the vanilla of 

1899 being included in the shipments of 1900. The vanilla crop 

for the current year promised at the end of last year to be an excep- 

tionally fine one, and, notwithstanding losses owing to continued 
rain, the output for 1901 will probably be the largest on record. 
The preparation of vanilla has much improved of late years. 
Nearly all vanilla is cured in well-constructed drying-rooms, heated 
with hot air, instead of being left to dry in the sun. Large pre- 
parers of vanilla are now building houses of two stories in which 
the whole process of preparation, from steaming the green pods to 
packing the prepared vanilla, is carried out. In 1900 prepared 
vanilla sold at Rs. 12 to Rs. 20 per lb. In the Blue Book Report 
for 1899 hints were given as to vanilla cultivation, and anyone who 
may think of embarking on vanilla planting in Seychelles may be 
referred to those remarks, and also to an excellent treatise on the 
subject by Mr. 8. J. Galbraith, who was for some years one of the 
most experienced and successful planters in Seychelles. This 
treatize has been published by the Department of Agriculture 
(Division of Botany) of the United States of America. 
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FRANCE. 


According to the “ Politique Coloniale ” of 26th ult., the consump- 
, tion of Annam tea in Paris is rapidly increasing. 
m Several provision “a 
: recommend it, and it is believed that this product 
will assume an important place in the trade to the detriment of 
Indian teas. The recent drop in the price of the latter is attributed 
in India to a too great extension of the cultivated area, and to the 
abundance of the last crop. From these considerations the writer 
of the article in the “‘ Politique Coloniale ” advises the tea producers 
of Indo-China to develop their production only in proportion to the 
assured markets. On the Paris market it will find a ready sale, 
although the consumption of tea in France is small compared to that 
of other countries. Meanwhile there is nothing to prevent producers 
from directing their efforts to Indo-China itself, where it has lately 
been observed that Chinese teas are imported in smaller quantities 
than hitherto. In the two months of April and May last, 60,000 
kilogs. of tea, valued at nearly 100,090 francs, were exported from 
the port of Tourane. Annam tea is therefore on the way towards 
occupying an important position among the Colonial products 
imported into Paris.

General Report to the Board of Trade in regard to the Share and 
Loan Capital, Traffic and Working Expenditure of the Railway 
Companies of the United Kingdom for the year 1900. (Cd. 749.] 
Price 43d. 

This Report, which is issued each year by the Board of Trade, 
contains a general review of the statistics in regard to the capital, 
traffic, receipts and expenditure of British railway companies con- 
tained in the ‘‘ Railway Returns.” The present report shows that 
last year there was an increase of 3,200,000/. or 3:1 per cent. as 
compared with 1899 in the receipts of the railway companies of 
the United Kingdom, but that this increase was more than 
balanced by the increase in working expenditure, which amounted 
to 4,650,0001. or 7:7 per cent. as compared with the preceding 
year. This increase in working expenses is attributable to a large 
extent to the increase in the price of coal and coke, the expendi- 
ture on which rose from 4,278,000/. in 1899 to 5,987,000/. in 1900. 


Accounts relating to the Trade and Commerce of certain Foreign 
Countries and British Possessions. No. VIII. 33-vi. Price 4}d. 


This is the eighth number of the monthly accounts relating to 
the trade of some of the principal Foreign Countriés and British 
Possessions, which are issued periodically by the Board of Trade. 
The present number contains detailed statements relating to 
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Russia, Sweden, Germany, Holland, Belgium, France, Spain, 
Portugal, Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, the United States, Japan, 
and British India, and summary statements for Canada and Mexico. 
The statements for each country deal with the latest period for 
which returns have been received at the Board of Trade at the date 
of preparation, those for Belgium and France showing the principal 
articles imported and exported during the 8 months ended 31st 
August last, the remainder being principally for July last. 


East India (Railways). Administration Report for the Calendar 
Year, 1900. 


This is the Annual Report on the working of Indian railways 
and shows that there was in the year 1900 for the first time a 
surplus to the State of revenue over expenditure amounting to 
nearly 83 lakhs of rupees, the revenue having reached the sum 
of Rs. 288,357,119 and the charges against revenue Rs. 
287,484,728. It must be noted, however, that in the charges 


against revenue are included not only actual working expenses 


but also interest on capital expenditure, &c. 

During the year 1900, 1,237 miles were added to the railway 
system of India, bringing the total mileage open at the close of 
the year up to 24,707 miles. Between the Ist of January and the 
30th April, 1901, 418 miles more were added, making the mileage 
open on the Ist of May, 1901, 25,125 miles. 


Forty-fourth Report of the Commissioners of H.M. Inland Revenue. 
[Cd. 764.] Price 1s. 6d. 

This report deals with the financial year ended 31st March last, 
and shows that the gross receipt of inland revenue in that year 
amounted to 95,764,0171., the net receipt being 93,176,187/. or 
7,957,953l. more than in 1899-1900. Of the total net receipts in 
1900-1901, the sum of 83,684,8211. was allocated to the Exchequer, 
9,491,3661. being credited to the Local Taxation Accounts.

THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the yarious Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of ‘foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 
is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Excise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Licenses; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists 
of Firms engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., &e. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
